I wan to say this of my 
brethren of the press that, they have 
just as high idea of this, they are just 
as anxious to p ro m o te the greatest 
good for the g re a te s t number, they 
are just as eager to build up the best 
institutions' of th e ir 
communities, 
they i^re just as anxious to carry as 
much sunshine an d as little trouble 
as they can to hom es of the Ameri­ 
can people, as a r e the men of any 
other profession of any other business 
in the United S ta te s .” 


Rabbi Wise discussed the influence 
of the press, say in g he “ would ven­ 
ture to say to n ig h t th a t the men with 
the greatest power, th e man who per­ 
haps does m ore to shape things in 
the United S tates th a n any other is 
the manager o f the Associated Press.” 
Wise adjured 
his hearers to free 
themselves “ from the enslavements 
and tyrannies of pow er of partisan­ 
ship, of sectionalism and prejudices.” 
sJJy freeing th em selv es from the en­ 
slavements of pow er he said ho meant 
“for one thing th e money power.” 
He admitted larg e su m s were needed 
to conduct a m o d ern newspaper, but 
he would have th e press say to the 
power of gold: 
“T h u s far «halt 
thou go, and no fu rth e r; tliou shalt 
not dollarize m 3r so u l." 


-William J. 
B ry an 
was given a 
cordial 
reception and he said 
in 
part: 


“The Associated P re ss is a very im­ 
portant factor in th e spread of that 
information w hich is necessary for 
the formation of opinion.” 
As the 
subject for ad d re ss he thought noth- 
conld be m ore ap p ro p riate than the 
Bible passage “ K n o w the truth and 
the truth shall m a k e you free.” 


With this as his topic Bryan point­ 
ed out the necessity of truth, fairness 
and partisanship in Associated Press 
reports. 
The A ssociated Press, he 
said, “cannot, g u a ra n te e .its readers 
against m istakes, for its agents are 
human, but it can correct mistakes 
w he 11 t h e y a r e fo u n d o 111, a 11 d a d m o 11- 
ish representatives 
to be cautious. 
It does ‘not fu rn is h headlines, which 
are often m isleading: but it can see 
to it. that th e text, is free from in­ 
tentional errors an d those who trust 
to its accuracy sh all not be deceiv­ 
ed.” 
I-Ie added: “ I ta k e this oppor­ 
tunity to express m y appreciation of 
the treatm ent accorded me. 
The As­ 
sociation has ask ed me for advance 
copies of a g re a t m a n y more speeches 
than I have been ab le to give it; and 
in asking for ad v a n ce copy it has 
furnished th e best proof that it want­ 
ed to treat me w ith fairness. Through 
the Associated P re s s I have been able 
to get my ideas an d my arguments 
before readers of Republican papers 
and I have been less concerned about 
the editorial co m m e n t of Republican 
papers than, a b o u t th e correctness of 
news reports.” 


He spoke of th e impossibility of an 
independent préss, as papers are to 
day managed, a n d suggested as the 
only means of s e c u rin g absolute in­ 
dependence th e em ploym ent of edi- 
! torial writers rep rese n tin g both po­ 
litical parties an d th a t each editor 
sign his nam to political views pre­ 
sented the re a d e rs of the paper. 
“If 
editorials are signed by m en/w ho 
frankly avow th e ir intention of pre­ 
senting questions for a party stand­ 
point,” he said, “ readers can make 
allowance for partisan sh ip , and weigh 
the argum ent 
a g a in st 
argument. 
Such an editorial policy would be en­ 
tirely in. h arm o n y w ith the nows ser­ 
vice which th e A associated Press was 
organized to give; an d for that, reas­ 
on I present th e suggestion at this 
banquet.”

Railroad's 01* Common Carriei's Liable 
for Injuries 01* Death of Employes

Bill makes railroads or other com- 
j nioji carriers, while engaged in hi­ 
lt er.state commerce, liable for in ju r­ 
ies or death of am employe if the in­ 
ju ry or death results, in whole or 
part fj,;:»i the negligence of any offi­ 
cers. agents or employes of such 
carriers, or by reason of any defect 
or insufficiency In equipment. 


’Phis provision is made applicable 
also to carriers ill territories, District, 
of Columbia, Panama canal zono and 
other possessions of 
the 
United 
States. 


It 
provides that 
in any action 
brought, under provisions of the bill, 
the injured employe shall not be held 
to have assumed, the risk of his em ­ 
ployment in any case where violation 
by carrier of any statute enacted for 
safety of employes contributed to in- 
iurv or death of employe. 


Any contract, rule, regulation or 
device to enable the- carrier lo ex­ 
empt itself from liability under the 
act is rendered devoid by specific 
declaration to that end, 


Provision Is made, however, t h a t 
the carrier shall receive credit for any 
contribution made to employe or his 
family In the form of Insurance, re­ 
lief, bonolll or indemnity. 
An action 
for recovery of damages m ust bo 
commenced within two years from 
the dute of cause of suit. 


In his opinion attorney general 
indicates the bill is confined In its 
scope to “common carriers bv rail- 
roads»” as distinguished from the act 
declared unconstitutional by the su­ 
preme court, which embraced “all 
common carriers engade in interstate 
commerce and foreign com'mere.e.” 
The attorney general 
then 
shows 
through court decisions and sonstltu~ 
tional interpretations that this re­ 
striction does not make the act. re-, 
pugnani to the constitution, but Is in 
Hue with state statutes which have 
been uphold in the highest tribunal.
